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LORK PECKSNIFF HAW HAW 


Every'n;ght at 9 o'clock the German 


radios are turned toward England and a 
soft, smooth Oxford accent delivers a 
message of the Reich to the English peo- 
ple. 


There has been much speculation on 


"the tight little Island"' concerning the 
person who broadcasts for Hitler but he 
has been dubbed "Lord Pecksniff Haw 
Haw, the phoney peer from Zeesen," and 
is certainly as well known in England as 
Charlie McCarthy is in America. 


When the war started Lord Haw Haw 


started. But his first broadcasts in their 
high passion and denunciation were very 
pleasing to the British authorities be- 
cause they recognized them as a help in 
whipping English feelings into a hot war 
like flood. The Germans quickly changed 
this attitude and method however and 
began playing to under statement instead 
of exaggeration which meets the English 
conception of fair play. 


In considering this novel situation which 


the radio has developed we should 
be 


struck first by the fact that instead of put- 
ting people in concentration camps for 
listening to the German broadcasts Eng- 
lish periodicals from one end of the Is- 
land to the other daily discuss the previous 
evening's broadcast and conduct a sort of 
running debate with 
Lord 
Haw Haw, 


denying his claims or explaining his as- 
sertations or criticising his facts. 


The German government does not dare 


permit its people to listen to an Eng- 
lish broadcaster. It has gone to extreme 
lengths to prevent German ears from hear- 
ing foreign claims. It has not only threat- 
ened punishment to those who listen but 
it has contrived and sold a radio to the 
great mass of the people that cannot pick 
up outside broadcasts. 


While the impartial judge of this war 


must give the Hitler government consid- 
erable credit for the restraint and clev- 
erness with which it has conducted its af- 
fairs, doubt may be 
fairly 
expressed 


whether clapping ear muffs on Fritz isn't 
a great blunder. 


The English attitude must be the atti- 


tude of democracy. For the present at 
least London would feel abased if it em- 
ployed some of the methods that tyrants 
use with unblushing countenance. But the 
extent to which a democracy should wil- 
lingly open its doors to propaganda from 
its armed enemy may be one of the things 
which the outcome of this war will de- 
cide. 


In many places democracy has col- 


lapsed or been stricken to the ground be- 
cause it was too easy going, too willing 
to permit wide open discussion of its af- 
fairs even as it did during one of its own 
elections. A malignant enemy may use 
this chance to falsify, distort and villify. 
War works strange results with men. It 
inflames and warps their judgment. Dem- 
ocracy finds it necessary to cast aside or 
limit many of its privileges during war 
in order to gain the required efficiency 
to fight successfully. 


Whatever the outcome concerning the 


fluid voice of Lord Haw Haw we must 
give England credit for refusing to go into 
a panic over a nightly speech from the 
German lines. 


BELSHAZZAR'S FEAST 


The home coming of our noble Presi- 


dent after fighting the battle of Panama 
was appropriately celebrated by a majes- 
tic dinner of delicate and exotic foods and 
beverages. 


With the cavier from the Volga was 


punctiliously served a thirty-year old sher- 
ry straight from Portugal. With the ter- 
rapin was poured a glass of 1928 Chablis, 
and it is proper here to emphasize that 
2928 was a ''good wine year." When the 
pheasant, nicely biowned and stuffed with 
wild rice, was placed upon the groaning 
board a Pommard of 1923 was opened. 
That -uas another gieat \\inc year and 
Burgundy has the body and color to wash 
down game in appropriate fashion. With 
the salad came champagne, not the over- 
commercialized 
Mumm but the classy, 


elegant and haughty Heidsick. 
It may 


have seemed like a come-down to take a 
mere bencdictine with the ice cream and 
perhaps it was an anti-climax but there 
was a choice between that and a green 
creme de menthe, and besides tradition 
still holds sway over what shall accom- 
pany the demi-tasse. 


Meanwhile as our pompous lords held 


high the bumpers and quaffed each other'* 
health, the migrants in California wert 


being washed out of the river beds in 
which they had camped and the share 
croppers all through the southland were 
huddled around way side roads wondering 
how much thinner their meals and clothes 
had to become before they

ANOTHER BAD BARGAIN 


A group of northern Wisconsin coun- 


ty chairmen who have organized to dis- 
cuss common problems in the cut-over 
region of the state have adopted a resolu* 
tion severely censuring the policy of the 
state government in pro-rating state funds 
for forest crop aids, says a dispatch from 
Ehinelander. 


This instance of the forest crop appro- 


priation is but one of the many called to 
public attention by local spokesmen re- 
cently. 


Some years ago the legislature adopted 


what was, everything considered, a sen- 
sible and economical conservation proj- 
ect in the forest crop law. 
It opened a 


way for counties to dispose of their huge 
holdings of tax delinquent lands by cre- 
ating county forests. 
It furnished val- 


uable encouragement to private 
forest 


operators by relieving them of heavy real 
estate taxation on holdings which would 
not be productive for years to come. 


In essence, the law provided that the 


owner of forest lands entered under the 
forest crop law—if they qualified under 
standards set up by the conservation de- 
partment—would be required to pay only 
a nominal tax of 10 cents an acre. The 
state, according to its bargain, would re- 
imburse the county for the land thus re- 
moved from the property tax roll by con- 
tributing another ten cents an acre. The 
state, in return for that investment, would 
share in the proceeds of the forest lands 
at the time of harvest through a severance 
lax scheme. 


But in the years since, everybody has 


lived up to the agreement except the state 
government, which invented the idea in 
the first place. Counties are not taxing 
the forest crop lands, and are thus de- 
prived of sizeable amounts of revenue 
which those in the north, especially, badly 
need. Owners are paying their severance 
taxes at the agreed rate, and will continue 
to do so. 


But the state, after several years of 


pro-rating, this year will pay only 5Vz cents 
an acre, it has been announced, instead 
of the 10 cents agreed upon. Not for half, 
a dozen years has the stipulated amount 
been paid. 


The counties have become impatient, 


and understandably. The northern repre- 
sentatives have here put their fingers on 
the cause of much of the bickering and 
bad feeling between the courthouses and 
city halls of Wisconsin and the state cap- 
itol in recent years. The repeated failure 
of the state to keep its word in its con- 
tracts with its local units has fostered 
the organization of city officials and coun- 
ty boards into pressure groups, battling 
for what they believe are their rights in 
legislative halls in competition with as- 
sorted varieties of privately employed lob- 
byists. 


So today we have the spectacle of city 


councils and county boards voting annual 
appropriations for memberships in state 
associations of local governments, the pri- 
mary function of which is to plead their 
cases before the legislature and state de- 
partments. The incongruity of having real 
estate taxpayers, the supporters of local 
government, paying professional lobbyists 
to try to win financial favors from the 
state government, supported by the income, 
inheritance, liquor, gasoline—and proper- 
ty taxpayers—apparently is too obvious 
to win much notice or interest. 


Prime cause for such a ridiculous de- 


velopment is the habit of the legislature in 
promising, and then failing to deliver, the 
constant authorization of new forms of 
public expenditures without the willing- 
ness to pay for them. 


If it is sound state policy to encour- 


age forestry by the forest crop law, the 
state should pay its agreed share. If the 
state cannot afford to do so, that fact 
should be acknowledged promptly and 
publicly, and the forest crop statute should 
be repealed. It is absurd to believe that 
the ]aw can operate effectively on the 
present basis. 


NAZI SUPREMACY 


The various "liar's clubs" which hold 


annual contests in this country exploit 
and brag of their ability to tell tall tales, 
but they over-rate themselves. Their best 
efforts would be no competition what- 
soever in some parts of the world. For 
instance, if they were to enter a contest 
in Germany, the nazi boys would walk 
cway with all the ribbons without any ef- 
fort. 


What tall talc ever told over here 


could stand up to the recent statement of 
Otto Dietrich, chief of Germany's press 
department, that readers of the govern- 
ment gagged German press are the best 
informed in the world! 


That's fairly tall, but the nazi can do 


even better when pressed. In fact, their 
only competition for the title of world's 
champion liars comes from Russia. Sta- 
lin's stooges arc pretty good, loo. 


Compared to the yarns that tho nazi 


and the reds arc .spinning these days Paul 
Bunyan would sound like an old maid 
discussing the virtues of weak tea. 


Washington—This is the story of a lovely 


symbol of the modern Girl Friday—Peggy 
Dowd, who a few days ago married her brain- 
truster boss, Tommy Corcoran, and thereby 
brought to many persons ih and out of Wash- 
ington a breathing spell for as long as she can 
keep him away skiing on their honeymoon. 


It's a romance as colorful as the eventful ca- 


reer of the curly-haired bridegroom. 


In Washington, Peggy Dowd is always asso- 


ciated with the brain-trust. But long before 
there was a brain-trust or the world had ever 
heard of Tommy Corcoran, Peggy Dowd was 
holding down an important job. She was the 
personal secretary of one of the big men of the 
Hoover administration, Gardner Cowles, owner 
of The Des Moines Register and Tribune and 
director of the RFC. 


It was a very pleasant job and Peggy thought 


her boss was a grand man. But her only interest 
in government was prom-hopping with dashing 
Annapolis midshipmen. 


About this, time there came to the RFC a 


young lawyer as Irish as herself. Peggy would 
see him now and then rushing along tne corri- 
dors, but she never talked to him, for it was ru- 
mored in RFC feminine circles that he thor- 
oughly disliked women, thought they had been 
put on earth only to get in the way of men's 
work. 
DEATH ON SECRETARIES 


Girls frankly were afraid to work for Tom 


Corcoran. He had come down to Washington 
from a big Wall street law firm, and oust could 
not get used to the deliberate civil service ways 
of government. Ho considered dictating to a 
shorthand book a waste of time, insisted that his 
secretary "take it down" on the typewriter as 
he talked—and he talked a blue streak. 


Secretaries came to his office and departed
